SHF.ItMAVS SILVER BILL. 


The following is the lull text ol Sana- 


tor Sherman's bill to amend theCoinage 
Act of February 28, 1878, introduced by 
him Thursday: 


Be it enacted, That the coinage of the 


silTer dollar provided (or by the first 
section of the Act to which this is an 
amendment be discontinued from and 
after the passage of this Act. 


Sec. 2. Thnt the Secretary of the| 


Treasury is authorized and directed to 
purchase from time to time silver bull- 
ion in bars not less than nine-tenths 
fine at the market price thereof, not l«ss 
than two million ounces, troy, per 
month, nor more than four million 
ounces per month, and shall issue in pay- 
ment therefor coin certificates of the 
United States in denominations of not 
less than $10, each corresponding with 
the denominations of United States 
notes, and the bullion se purchased shall 
be retained in the Treasury for the seoa- 
rity snd for the payment of the same, 
and the amount of inch certificates at 
any time outstanding shall not exceed 
the amount of bullion purchased by 
such certificates, and the certificates 
thus issued shall be receivabla for cus- 
toms, tales and all publics dues, and 
when so recoiled may be reissued, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall re- 
deem in co'm the said certificates on 
their presentation for redemption at the 
office of the Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States, ;u the city oi New York, 
in sums of not less than $50. 


Sec. 3. That any holder of standard 


gilver dollars, or gold coin of the United 
States, or gold bullion at its mint value, 
may deposit the same with the Treasurer 
or Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States in sums of not less than $10, and 
receive coin certificates therefor similar 
in denominations and legnl effect to the 
certificates provided for in the preced- 
ing lection. The com deposited for, or 
representing certificates, shall be re- 
tained in the Treasury for the payment 
of the same on demand.

The pith of the article 
is an attack on Attorney-General Oar- 
land. The article says: To fully under- 
stand the interest which Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland bad in breaking down the 
Bell patent it will be necessary to reca- 
pitulate a little. First, there w»s $500,- 
000 worth of stock in the Fan Telephone 
Company; one-tenth of the whole com- 
pany was hii. Then there is $40,000,- 
000 capital stock ofjhe license compa- 
nies, of which 40 per cent., or $16,000,- 
000, belongs to the Pan Company. Of 
this one-tenth, or $1,600,000, belongs 
to Attorney-General Garland. But that 
ii not all, or even a small part of what 
would result from the breaking down of 
the Bell patents. In that event there 
would not be the eight, but at leaet fifty 
companies with capital stocks averaging 
$5,000,000 each that would seek licenses 
from the Pan-electric Company. Two 
hundred and fifty inillians of dollars ii 
an exceedingly small estimate of the 
amount at which the companies using 
the Pftn-electric telephone would be 
capitalized if the Bell patent was inval- 
idated. Forty per cent., or $100,000,- 
000 of this stock, would belong to the 
Pan Company. One-tenth of that, or 
$10,000,000, would be the property of 
Attorney-General Garland. Paying only 
5 per cent', and that is a small allow- 
ance, he wonld have' an income of over 
$500,000, and that without being ont 
one dollar. Senator Harris and Colonel 
Yonng, General Johnaton and Commis- 
sioner Atkias, Dr. Rogers and Colonel 
Loney would each have as much, or 


ore.

Capital emu Labor. 


Some time ago Henry Markham, a 


workman, congratulated Pierre Loril- 
lard in a letter for his bravery in a col- 
lision between his yacht Rhoda and a 
ferry-boat, and took occasion to warn 
him of the impending struggle between 
capital andjlabor. Lorillard replies to the 
letter in the North American Review, 
saying, in part: "I know the irresisti- 
ble power of the masses, and I sympa- 
thize with them in their eternal strug- 
gle for existence. I feel for them, well 
knowing their daily efforts to keep the 
wolf from the door. 
Many times have 


I thought if some plan could be defised 
to give them a more equal share in the 
good things of this life. How to ameli- 
orate their condition is the question. 
Conld cot their leaders advise them to 
look upon the ballot as the most efficient 
instrumentality to procure for them a 
more satisfactory state of affairs? Com- 
munism is and always haa been a fail- 
ure. Co-operative works look well in 
theory, but they have generally failed, 
and yet I think we must look to them 
in the near future as the most practica- 
ble method of benefiting the laboring 
classes. I hold that labor's remedy is 
in the ballot. It now has a power 
stronger than armi«t or navies. By 
means of it the working classes can so 
wield the machinery ef legislation as to 
give them all they aik for in justice." 


torney-General undertakes to deny the 
right of the Senate to examine public 
documents, we shall give him an oppor- 
tunity to defend his position. It wonld 
be such an extraordinary course and so 
entirely subversive of the right ot Con- 
gress that I am unprepared to believe 
the Cabinet has reached such a decision.

This is an old, settled 
question in our Government.

land was a member of Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate, a call was made on 
Attorney-General Devens for all the pa- 
pers relating to the change in the Dis- 
trict Attoruey's'Office.

It is said that during the con- 
versation Mr, Anderson took n seat 
beside the Queen, which wag a breach 
of the etiquette that requires all people 
to stand in the presence of royalty, and 
while be spoke in Dimi*}), she answered 
in English. He inquired after her 
Majesty's health and her family, and 
went into the dome»tic affairs of th* 
palace with a degree of interest that was 
alarming. Finally as he persisted in 
speaking Danith, the Queen aikoil him 
if he did not understand the' English 
tougie. 
He replied that he did, bnt 


ont ot complimeut to her wag using tha 
language of the country. Her majesty 
was much amused, and enjojed tue in- 
cident much more than the numbers 
of the American colony, who were 
scandalized nt the conduct of the Min- 
ister.—Washington Capitol.
